the sea. 


DETAILS ARE ARRIVING. 


St Petersburg, June 29.—Details of 


the defeat of the Russians by the Jap- 


anese forces in the mountain passes of 
Manchuria on June 26 and 27 are be- 
ginning to .arrive. These details show 
that the defense put up by the Rus- 


sians in their different positions was 
most stubborn. 


The correspondent of Russ today de- 


scribes the Talien pass struggle as fol- 
lows: 


•''The Russian batteries poured a 


heavy fire into the dense masses of 
Japanese cavalry, producing great con 
fusion. 
Tbeir firing ceased at dusk 


on Sunday, but the Japanese worked 
throughout the'night bringing up their 
arms and preparing for Monday's bat 
tie.

Freaks of Icebergs. 


The fishermen of Newfoundland pos- 


sess the curious faculty of being able, 
as they say, to smell icebergs and 
thereby escape many encounters with 
them. 
Keally. however, the fact is 


that the approach of ti berg is her- 
alded by a sudden and decided cooling 
of the atmospheie, which these ex- 
perienced mariners soon perceive and 
are warned by. But oftentimes a ves- 
sel will run into a nest of bergs and 
may have to be towed to safety by her 
boats. 
A frequent cause of disaster 


is that, the submerged section of a 
berg being caught in the grip of a 
current, the mass moves steadily 
against •wind and sea and crashes into 
the craft before she can escape. The

many a time and scored several sur- 
prising victories. 
Last year the horse 


and boy were seen at Xew Orleans and 
St. Louis, and several races were won 
when tbe odds were long. 


During: the last winter at New Or- 


leans "Kelly" Phillips was the hero of 
the meeting, and be signed to ride for 
E. R. Thomas and Aleck Shields at a 
salary of $10,000 a year—quite a jump 
for a boy who last year was glad to 
get $200 a mouth first choice on his 
services in Chicago. 


His love for Dutch Carter, the borse

Author of Dixie Dies at fit. Vernon at the Age of 


Ninety-The End Came Unexpectedly Tuesday 


Night-Sketch of Mis Career.
